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FROM WAITER TO SINGER TO PRODUCER- 
ACTOR—THE HARRY BELAFONTE STORY 


In the early 1950’s, Harry Belafonte, 
a fairly well-known “pop” singer, 
opened a restaurant in New York’s 
Greenwich Village. He was unhappy 
with the way his career was being 
channeled and had decided to give up 
show business. 

The atmosphere in the restaurant was 
informal. Frequently old friends would 
drop around, someone would produce 
a guitar and a community sing would 
result. It was during these informal 
songfests that Belafonte discovered an 
immense feeling of satisfaction in 
singing folk songs. And it marked his 
return to show business. 

“Previously, everyone had me typed 
as a crooner,” he says, “but when I re- 
turned as a folk singer, I was singing 
with meaning. I was doing songs I en- 
joyed and it enabled me to improve as 
a performer.” 

Moreover, the restaurant business 
was not the easy life Belafonte had 
pictured. “We worked 24 hours a day,” 
he says. “Now, whenever I get tired 
on a movie set or go on a strenuous 
personal appearance tour, I think back 
to the dish washing, cooking and wait- 
ing on tables.” 

Belafonte’s meteoric success since 
his return to show business started 
when he signed a recording contract 
with RCA Victor. The contract has 
since been changed to guarantee him 
$1,000,000 over the next ten years. He 
is the only recording artist to have this 
setup. Belafonte was also the first sin- 
gle entertainer ever to make a long- 
playing album that sold over a million 
copies. 

The star’s varied fields of interest 
now have stretched to his own inde- 
pendent production company, which is 
half partner in “The World, the Flesh 
and the Devil,” an off-beat drama co- 
starring Belafonte, Inger Stevens and 
Mel Ferrer. Telling the story of the 
only three survivors in New York City 
after an atomic blast, it was produced 
by Sol C. Siegal and Belafonte’s Har- 
Bel Productions company, for MGM 
release. 

Although he has appeared in only 
three films previous to “The World, 
the Flesh and the Devil,’ (“Bright 
Road,” in which he made his motion 
picture debut at MGM in 1953, “Car- 
men Jones” and “Island in the Sun”) 
Belafonte is not exactly an acting neo- 
phyte. 

“Tt’s not generally known,” he says, 
“but I studied with the group at the 
American Negro Theatre and also at 
the Dramatic Workshop in New York, 
where I worked with Marlon Brando 
and Tony Curtis.” 

Although “The World, the Flesh 
and the Devil” gives Belafonte the 


strongest acting role he has yet tackled, 
the picture includes sequences, occur- 
ring as a natural part of the story, 


which enables him to sing two songs, 
“Fifteen” (the film’s theme song) and

“They’re folk songs,” he says, with 
a grin, “so in a way, I’m right back 
where I started from.”

His 
only medium of communication is with 
two mannequins that he has borrowed 
from a department store.

“Inger will emerge from this pic- 
ture,” predicts MacDougall, “as one of 
Hollywood’s most important stars.” 

The youthful actress has only been 
in motion pictures a little more than a 
year. Yet she already has completed 
three starring roles, excluding “The 
World, the Flesh and the Devil.” 

“Man On Fire,” with Bing Crosby 
was her debut, and she immediately 
followed with “Cry Terror!” for 
MGM and “The Buccaneer,” opposite 
Yul Brynner. 

Quite a start for a girl still in her

Inger Stevens fears for the life of Harry Belafonte, who has in- 
jured his arm in a fight with Mel Ferrer, in ‘‘The World, the 
Flesh and the Devil,’? one of the most unusual pictures ever 
filmed.

“At first we weren’t certain how 
best to cope with the problem,” relates 
the picture’s producer, George H. Eng- 
lund, “so we went to the most logical 
person, the Chief of Police.” 

It was decided that the most oppor- 
tune time to show the streets of the 
great metropolis empty was in the 
early hours of a week-day morning. 
After receiving clearance from the 
police headquarters, the company then 
had to obtain permission from each 
police precinct in which scenes were to 
be filmed. 

States Englund, “Except for one 
scene on the corner of 42nd Street and 
Fifth Avenue, where four precincts 
meet, we had to have permits from all 
four before setting up the cameras.” 

One precinct was slightly reluctant 
to allow a motion picture crew of 40 
people onto Fifth Avenue, even at 4:00 
a.m. 

“But we convinced them, that we 
wouldn’t be there long enough to create 
traffic or other problems.” 

Although Belafonte remained the 
only person seen on film, there were 
over 400 people watching from behind 
the cameras. An additional unforeseen 
problem occurred when people started 
peeping out of windows of buildings 
which formed the background for the 
locations. 

“We had to ask them to step back 
into their apartments,’ Englund says. 
“They were very courteous and com- 
plied willingly.”

Both of these 
songs have been recorded by Mr. Belafonte, with ‘‘Fifteen” being part of his newest 
hit album for RCA Victor, entitled ““Love Is A Gentle Thing’’. (See Illustration). The 
other song, ‘“‘Gotta Travel On’’, currently one of the top tunes in the country, has been 
recorded by Mr. Belafonte for RCA and by a host of top recording stars for other 
major record companies. “FIFTEEN” HAS ALSO BEEN RECORDED FOR RCA 
VICTOR BY MR. BELAFONTE AS A SINGLE. THIS RECORD COMES IN A SPECIAL 
PROMOTIONAL SLEEVE THAT CARRIES ART AND “THE WORLD, THE FLESH, 
AND THE DEVIL” CREDITS (See Illustration).

Records are selling big these days and record dealers are very promo- 
tion minded. Line up your dealers for extensive cooperation. Get window displays! Get 
cooperative ads! Play Belafonte records in your lobby and over your P.A. system. 
Contact your dise jockeys for cooperation in playing the tunes from the picture and 
mentioning your playdate . . . or promote deejay contests! If you buy radio time re- 
quest that the music be played in conjunction with the spot announcements . . . Get 
your record dealers and sellers interested by inviting them to a screening or to your 


opening. Here are some of the ways to follow through on the RECORD PROMOTION! 


SALUTE TO BELAFONTE ; 


Suggest to your disc jockeys — a salute to Harry Belafonte featuring the ‘““THE 
WORLD, THE FLESH AND THE DEVIL” theme, and his greatest hit records. Bela- 
fonte was ihe first recording artist to have more than a million copies sold of an album 
of songs (“‘Calypso”’). He also was the first artist to have a single record sell more than 
1,000,000 copies in Great Britain. This happened last year with his recording of 
**Mary’s Boy Child’’. Since the majority of Belafonte’s records are considered-“stand- 


ards’’-deejays will have most of his numbers on hand for the “‘Salute to Belafonte’’. 


SEND BELAFONTE RECORDING OF THEME SONG TO YOUR 
MOTION PICTURE EDITORS 


To stimulate advance interest in “THE WORLD, THE FLESH AND THE DEVIL’ 
arrange to promote or buy copies of the RCA Victor recording of Harry Belafonte 
singing “‘Fifteen’’, the theme song from the picture, and send to your motion picture 


editors along with publicity (and art) about your play date. 


LOBBY AND/OR WINDOW DISPLAYS OF BELAFONTE RECORDINGS 


Harry Belafonte has recorded at least eight albums and has also made dozens of single 
records. A lobby or window display of various album covers would be very colorful, 
and could create a great deal of interest in your playdate. Be sure to include playdate 
copy, and highlight the display with the recordings from ‘““‘THE WORLD, THE FLESH 
AND THE DEVIL”’, including the RCA Victor album “Love Is A Gentle Thing” and the 
RCA Victor single recording of “Fifteen” (THE WORLD, THE FLESH AND THE 
DEVIL theme), that comes in a special sleeve carrying art of Belafonte and picture 
credits.

Work out a deal with record shops to have a THE WORLD, THE FLESH AND THE 
DEVIL herald inserted in bags carrying record purchases. To make this promotion 
more effective number the heralds and announce that the LUCKY NUMBERS will be 
awarded guest tickets. Winning numbers to be posted in your theatre lobby.

FAN CLUBS 


Harry Belafonte has one of the greatest fan club organizations of any star 
in the entertainment world. The president of each chapter has already been 
advised about “THE WORLD, THE FLESH AND THE DEVIL” and is eager 
to participate in promotional efforts. Be sure to contact your local president 
well in advance of your opening so that he or she can spread the world to 
the other members. Suggest that the entire membership attend in a body, 
carrying banners, etc., to arouse as much enthusiasm as possible. (Contact 
your local MGM Press Representative for the name of the president in your 
city or area. ) 


OPINION-MAKER SCREENINGS 


“THE WORLD, THE FLESH AND THE DEVIL” is the kind of picture to 
cause considerable talk. To capitalize on world-of-mouth promotion in ad- 
vance of the picture’s playdate, a special screening should be held for im- 
portant local “tnon-movie” people in a position to influence the public. 
(Educators, writers, politicians, newscasters, etc.) At such screenings, which 
should be invitational, prepare a special preview card requesting comments. 
These could be later used as a basis for publicity and promotion away from 
the usual drama page articles. You can also use for lobby display. FOR 
YOUR ADS: Include at least one set of pro and con comments, (such as 
husbhand-wife differing) so that you can gain the word-of-mouth talk about 
the picture. 


CLASSIFIED PAGES 


Many leading newspapers are using various promotions to increase interest 
in their classified columns. Offer a limited number of Guest tickets to any- 
one locating the title “THE WORLD, THE FLESH AND THE DEVIL,” with 
each word of the title scattered throughout the classified section. So that it 
would not be too difficult for the readers to locate the words, they should be 
printed in ‘italics.’ 


SUPER-MARKET OR CHAIN STORE PROMOTION 


In “THE WORLD, THE FLESH AND THE DEVIL” the three people in the 
cast find themselves in a completely deserted city. All of the other people 
have vanished, but the buildings and stores are intact with the stores com- 
pletely stocked. This situation lends itself to a possible promotion with 
super-markets, chain stores, department stores, etc. Conduct a contest ask- 
ing the question IK YOU COULD WALK INTO THE .... STORE AND 
SELECT ANY MERCHANDISE YOU WISH (up to the value of 6........... ) 
FREE OF CHARGE, WHAT FIVE ITEMS WOULD YOU TAKE? Method 
of handling this type of contest will vary, dependant on the type of store 
you tie-in with. Value of merchandise, number of items, etc., of course, 
will have to be limited. 


PANEL (OR ROUND TABLE) DISCUSSION SHOW 


If there is a local discussion panel on one of your city’s television or radio 
stations, it might be persuaded to bring up the question of whether man or 
woman is best equipped to survive a world catastrophe, such as occurs in 
“THE WORLD, THE FLESH AND THE DEVIL.” This would involve such 
questions as to which of the sexes is the stronger, whether women by nature 
are more immune from ravages than men, whether women in their homes 
would be less exposed to a calamity than men. Such a debate might offer 
many interesting angles. 


If a regular panel discussion does not exist in your town, then suggest to 
one of your leading TV commentators—the possibility that he conduct a 
round table discussion. Screen in advance for a group representing a cross- 
section of your community such as teachers, housewives, teen-agers, pro- 
fessional people, religious leaders, etc., and then have your commentator 
have some of these people on hand for a round table discussion over the 
air. 


IDEAS FOR A NEW WORLD 


Another good contest idea that is suggested by the story of this picture is 
one based on the question, “If you could start the world over again, what 
changes would you make? What would you outlaw ?”’, ete. 


CONTESTS 


The story of “THE WORLD, THE FLESH AND THE DEVIL,” with a cast of three 
people who believe that they may be the only three people left on earth, poses a pro- 
vocative question, ““What would you do if .. .?”? This, in turn, lends itself to the 
following contest possibilities for Newspapers, Radio, TV or for Inquiring Reporter. 


FOR THE ‘“‘IF YOU WERE THE ONLY WOMAN IN TOWN ... 
WOMEN ... 1. Whatwould you wear, etc.? 


IF YOU FOUND YOURSELF THE ONLY WOMAN LEFT ON 
EARTH WITH THE ONLY TWO MEN LEFT ON EARTH ... 


1. What would be your reactions to this type of situa- 
tion? 
2. If one asked you to choose him in preference to the 


other, under the circumstances do you think that you 
could do it? 


These are very provocative questions and might well be the basis of a contest to be 
conducted by the Fashion or Women’s Editor of a local newspaper or by a Women’s 
program on Radio or T.V. For the contest on “how she would dress,” a leading 
department store might be willing to cooperate by awarding a complete wardrobe to 
the woman writing the best letter answering the contest questions. The wardrobe 
should aptly compare with the descriptions outlined in the letter. Arrange it so that 
the first letters published are from well-known local women, possibly a leading fashion 
designer or a top well-known model. If practical, it might be advisable to present the 
winner with the wardrobe on the stage of your theatre. 


Such a contest would go a long way toward interesting women in “‘THE WORLD, 
THE FLESH AND THE DEVIL.”

Plant a contest with your local newspaper or 
TV stations, offering guest tickets and prizes to AMATEUR PHOTOGRA- 
PHERS for the best shots showing main drags of your town completely 
abandoned comparable to that seen in the picture. Getting photographs 
of this type should prove a real challenge to your local amateur photog- 
raphers. When winning photographs are published (or displayed on TV) 
it will cause a great deal of comment and create interest in your playdate. 


OTHER CONTEST POSSIBILITIES 


Ten Most Prized Things to Save 


In “THE WORLD, THE FLESH AND THE DEVIL” Harry Belafonte starts 
collecting the abandoned treasures of the city such as books, paintings, 
manuscripts, ete., with a view toward preserving these items for posterity 
(the three people in the cast have reason to believe that there may be other 
survivors elsewhere in the world).
